City gets 
housing 
grant 


EAST JORDAN - The East Jordan 
Housing Commission received a grant 
of $31,500 from the U.S. Department of 
Housing and Urban Development 
(HUD) for a modernization program of 
28 apartments units for senior citizens. 

Housing Director Margaret 
Sorenson said the funds will be used to 
keep the 20 apartment units for senior 
citizens and eight single-family homes 
for low income people up to federal 
inspection standards. 

The funds will be used to buy smoke 
detectors, build a maintenance building 
for storage, instal] hand -rails on the 
elderly people's outside patio, for roof 
insulation, and to buy a pick-up truck 
with a plow for maintenance duties. 

The cost of the project will be paid 
for in full by the grants from HUD and 
the. federal: government.

It's full steam ahead for 
EJ Christian academy 


EAST JORDAN-.-The new Jordan 
Valley Christian Academy is moving 
ahead with plans to open this fall. 

Missionary Church Pastor Dale 
Turner, whose church is organizing the 
Christian school, said about 25 people 
were on hand for an organizational 
meeting Monday night. 

Rev. Turner says he has gotten a 
favorable response to the new school. 
“They said they were very happy to see 
something like this coming into the 
community,” he said. 

Rev. Turner estimates the school, 
which will offer instruction from 
kindergarten through high school, will 
enroll approximately 40 students. But 
he said that figure could change, so it is 
not yet certain what effect the new 
school will have on the East Jordan 
Public Schoo! system. 

Public schools receive state aid based 
on thi@r enrollment. 

Not all the students will be coming 
{syn East Jordan. Rev. Turner said he 


has received inquiries from as far away 
as Petoskey and Mancelona. 

Tuition will be $550 a year for the 
first child in a family, $500 a year for 
the second, $450 for the third, $400 for 
the fourth and free for any additional 
children from the same family. 

Rev. Turner said the school will be 
Christian but non-denominational. He 
said members of five or six churches 
attended the meeting this week. 

The school will be headed by C. 
Glenn Parker and it will have three 
teachers, called supervisors, and two 
aides, called monitors. The school will 
use the Accelerated Christian 
Education Curriculum developed hy 
Dr. Donald Howard of Dallas. 

The Christian school will be stricter 
than public schools. All students will 
wear red, white and blue uniforms. 
Boys will wear ties and girls will wear 
skirts or jumpers. Boys’ hair, Rev. 
Turner said, ‘will not touch the collar 
nor the ears.” 


Why the dress code? “It makes an 
organization or a group feel like a 
team.’ Rev., Turner said. ‘‘Have you 
ever heard of a football coach who said, 
‘Come as you are’?” 

Commenting on the abolishment of 
dress and hair codes in public schools, 
Turner said. ‘‘We have allowed our 
children to think they .are going to 
school to play. so we let them wear play 
clothes to school.” 

“But primarily, they're coming to 
school to learn, so we want them to 
dress that way.” 

Rev. Turner said Christian schools 
are becoming increasingly popular in 
Northern Michigan. There is a 
Christian school in Burt Lake, he said, 
and the Ebenezer Christian School in 
Elsworth offers kindergarten through 
eighth grade instruction.

Alternate sites 
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Where to put beach? 


BOYNE CITY- What would be the 
best place for a Boyne City beach? 
Officials from the state’s Department 
of Natural Resources’ Department 
visited the city last week to investigate 
that question, and found ali-the various 
sites considered pose various problems. 

The best place for a beach would be 
southwest of the city’s sewage 
treatment plant on Front Street, ac- 
cording to Les Nichols of the DNR'’s 
recreation services division. 

“That has the best possibilities,” 
Nichols said. ‘‘It's a larger site.” He 
said water quality would probably be 
better there ‘because of prevailing 
winds and currents. 

But that site is private property 
which will be donated to the city by 
Lake Associates only if the developers’ 
request for a closing of Front Street is 
approved in an Aug. 7 election. 

Because the tannery property site 
might not be available, the DNR of- 
ficials also considered three other sites: 
Directly in front of the sewage 
treatment plant; In Memorial Park, 
just north of the Boyne River; and 
behind City Hall, near the present 
Little League field. 

The city already owns all these 
alternate sites and is seeking a DNR 
grant to help build a beach. City 
Manager Tim Clifton said it would be a 
matching grant, under which the city 
must match the amount of money 
given by the state. 

Clifton said the city could use the 
tannery beach site property, worth 
approximately $100,000, if the property

is donated to the city. But he said if the 
beach goes anywhere else, the city 
won't be able to use the land as its 
match and will instead have to pay half 
the expenses. 

Clifton said no firm conclusions were 
reached as a result of the DNR’s visit 
last week. “We just walked all along 
the waterfront to find possible sites for 
a beach,” he said. 

“It's all still conjecture at this 
point.” 


Nichols said that whatever site is 


chosen, the city should do ‘soil 
borings’’ to determine the quality of 
the. laké bottom near the beach. 
“Whatever site is selected, we need 
some very careful studies,’’ he said. 

Commenting on the tannery beach, 
the scene of much pollution when the 
tannery was operating, Nichols said, 
“God only knows what's under that 
soil. It could be no problem, or it could 
be a big problem. 

Nichols said he didn’t think the 
beach in front of the sewage treatment 
plant would be good for development. 
He said a small wetland there might 
help prevent development, and he said 
there would be a “psychological effect” 


keeping people from wanting to swim 
near Ssewige. 
_ He said the site near the Boyne River 
’ would cause problems with boat traffic 
and would necessite the removal of part 


of the seawall and the rocks now along 


the waterfront 

Regarding a beach behind City Hall , 
he said, 
that's not a very good beach in there. 


Nichols added that while Boyne City 
is a “high priority’ area for a beach 


funding, the DNR is not certain how 


much money will be available this year

“That's a possibility, but 
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Consider options, close Front St. 


For well over a year now, the 
proposed closing of part of Front 
Street has been thé dominant 
political issue in Boyne City. In 
fact, it is unfortunate so much 
conversation has centered on the 
street closing, which is in fact just 
one part of a larger, more important ~ 
question: How should the old 
tannery property be developed? 
What should be done with it? 

Apparently, some residents don’t 
believe this. They cling to the belief 
that if the project proposed by Lake 
Associates is voted down Aug. 7. 
the whole issue will just fade away, 
and that the property will remain 
vacant, as it has since the tannery 
was demolished. 

Whether you like it or not, this is 
not the case. The property, 
although it has never been fenced 
off from the public, is privately 
owned and it is for sale.It’s niceto 
have a large stretch of undeveloped 
lakefront, but the property’s 
downstate owners apparently don’t 
plan to pay property taxes forever 
so that local residents can continue 
to enjoy this benefit. 

The lakefront property is too 
valuable to remain vacant and too 
expensive for the city to buy to add 
to its already extensive network of 
parks. Even most of those urging 
you to vote ‘no’ on closing Front 
Street aren't opposed to the con- 
dominium project. They simply 
don't want the street closed for it. 

So voters Tuesday will not be 
deciding whether the tannery 
property will be developed: they 
will be deciding the fate of one 
proposed use of the property. If 
Lake Associates’ condominium 
plans are scuttled because Front 
Street isn’t closed, they or someone 
else will build something else. 

The future of such a large portion 
of our lakefront demands careful, 
considered judgment from voters, 
and thorough coverage from the 
community newspaper. To meet 
Lhis.._responsibility,. we have

published information regarding 
alternative proposals for the 
property and the people involved in 
the controversy.

We hope you will read their 
position statements carefully before 
you decide how to vote. It is not an 
easy decision, and there are good 
arguments on both sides. But after 
carefully considering and covering 
the issue since March, 1978. The

Press still feels that Boyne City’s 
future would be. best served by the 
closing of Front Street to make 
possible Lake Associates’ initial 
proposal to build a condominium, 
marina, restant complex. 


Why? Because if the property 
must be developed, the people of 
Boyne City deserve to get as much 
benefit as possible from it. The 
project proposed by Rick and Dave 
Smith of Lake Associates would 
contribute significantly to the tax 
base of the economically strained 
community. Yet the project would 
not require many expanded city and 
school services. It would at the same 
time be physically attractive, 
provide a sensible traffic alternative 
to Front Street and provide the city 
with a lakefront park which might 
be developed into a sorely needed 
public beach. 

Let's look at each issue 
seperately. In a time of questionable 
economic conditions, in a city that 
has problems approving taxes for 
its public schools, present day 
economic realities are more im- 
portant than emotional con- 
siderations such as, “The people of 
Boyne City have been using that 
street for over 100 years.” 


What's more important is what 
price you are willing to pay to use it 
for the next 100 years. Are you 
willing to give up initial tax 
revenues eStimated at more than 
$50,000 after the first phase of the 
project is completed? Upon com- 
pletion, the project could generate 
approximately $350,000 a year in 
tax revenue, a figure that would 
more than offset additional fire and 
other city services that would be 
needed. 


The greatest tax burden on 
poperty owners is school taxes, The 
proposed condominiums would add 
few children to the schools, since 
most of the units would be second 
homes. But it would add significant 
tax dollars to the school system. 


If you want to ,‘save Front 


Street’, are you willing to see 
thousands of your tax dollars soon 
go to rebuild that crumbling 


thoroughfare City officials say 
additional right—of—way would 
have to be purchased to widen the 
old road, which could drive the costs 
of improvements highter. 

Front Street is, we admit, a 
heavily used, scenic drive. But the 
proposed alternative of widening 
Second Street would solve much of 
the problem of added traffic on 
Division Street.As for the scenery, 
we are convinced there will even- 
tually be some type of development 
which will block part of the lake 
from public view. 


The public would get a better look 
at the lake from the park and beach 
that the developers have offered as 
part of their initial proposal. It 
should be remembered that their 
‘Plan B,"’ a proposal to develop the 
land without removing Front 
Street, does not inctude the offer of 
a park and beach. 

Because waste from the old 
tannery and lumber industries has 
been dumped into the lake over the 
years, it is still uncertain whether 
the proposed park site, or any other 
location in Boyne City, is suitable 


for a beach. But it’s still a 
possibility, and even if a beach isn't 
developed, the public would benefit 
from a lakefront park on the south 
end of the city. 

The land is presently zoned for 
commercial use. That means the 
developers must seek zoning 
variances to build their con- 
dominiums. When they seek these 
changes, it gives the city the chance 
to ensure the project is done in the 
matter which will most benefit the 
city. Otherwise, it can deny the 
zoning changes. The city and public 
have a great dea] of control. 

However, if a commercial project 
is proposed, the city has virtually 
no control, since the property is 
already zoned for commercial use. 
Unsightly development could mar 
the lakefront, and would seriously 
hurt efforts to revitalize the 
downtown business district. 

So now the decision is before the 
voters. Admittedly, there are risks 
involved in the project proposed by 
Lake Associates, as there are risks 
in any development or business 
venture. But the Smiths had the 
economic resources and ability to 
withstand a recession during the 
construction of their successful 
Wildwood on Walloon con- 
dominiums. The result today, is 
good looking,financially successful 
project. 

What do you want, Boyne City 
voters? Do you want to pave the 
way for a 270-—-unit project that 
would slow down tax increases, 
stimulate the local economy, 
provide jobs, a park, beach, marina 
and develop the lakefront in a 
manner that would make the entire 
city more attractive?, 

Or do you want to save a portion 
of Front Street? The choice is yours, 
and no matter which way the 
election goes, we trust Boyne City 
residents will do what they believe is 
best for their community. We hope 
all registered voters take advantage 
of this special opportunity to help 
decide the city’s future.

Should Front Street be closed ? 


Yes 


On Tuesday, Aug. 7, Boyne City 
voters will decide whether a portion of 
Front Street should be closed to make 
way for 270 condominiums proposed by 
Lake Associates. The plan has been 
actively opposed by a group of 
residents organized as the Save Front 
Street Committee. 

In an effort to help voters make 
informed decisions on this important 
issue, The Press has asked represen- 
tatives of both sides to state their 
opinions in guest editorials, which 
appear here unedited except for minor 
changes in grammar. 

The substance of the articles was 
hasically left up to the two groups, but 
The Press did pose several specific 
questions to both sides to address in 
their articles. We would like to thank 
Violet Mangos, Carol Judkins, Maurice 
Dixon and Rick and Dave Smith for 
their cooperation in this effort. 


We have been asked by The 
Charlevoix County Press to once again 
state our position relative to the closing 
of Front Street and the proposed 
condominium development of the 

| tannery site and to address certain 

specific. concerns which have frequently 
been expressed by those individuals 
opposed to the road closing. We are 
happy to comply with this request and 
welcome the. opportunity to com- 
municate to all concerned the facts as 
we understand them. 

First, we have been asked, ‘‘What 
assurance js there that the city would 
actually get the beach if the road is 
closed?”’ The answer to that is a very 
simple.one; the City Commission would 
require that the city be deeded the park 
and “beach PRIOR to. allowing | the 
street to be vacated, thus assuring 
that regardless of. the . subsequent 
outcome of the proposed development, 

| the city would have clear title to the 


" } land. 


Second,. questions have arisen 
regarding the suitability of the land 
and quality of thé water in the area of 
the proposed park and beach. We have 
notpreformed. any soi! borings nor have 
requested a water. quality 
analyses. To the best, of our knowledge 
the area. would be suitable for the 
proposed. use however, further. and 
detailed ‘investigation would be 
necessary before a final determination 

‘could be made, ~~ 


opinions have been expressed 


Third, regarding the question of 
additional traffic being routed into 
Division Street, there is no question 
but that the proposed development and 
the closing of Front Street would result 
in an increase in traffic on Division. 
However, as was stated in the Williams 
& Works impact study, ‘‘The increase 
should not cause any major noise or air 
quality problems nor would the in- 
creased level of traffic be considered 
objectionable.” 

Presently Front Street is in need of 
repair. It is our understanding that this 
is due in part to certain relatively 
unstable soil conditions. The question 
has been asked, ‘if the soil conditions 
are too unstable for a roadbed, how can 
we expect to construct building 
foundations? The answer is that soil 
characteristics suitable for roadbeds 
differ greatly from soil characteristics 
suitable for building foundations. 
Based upon our engineering reports of 
numerous soil borings conducted at 
proposed building sites, the soil is very 
suitable for construction. 

Another important fact that should 
be mentioned here is that the existing 
section of Front Street from Second 
Street to the intersection of Division 
Street is less than half as wide as the 
other sections of Front Street (28 feet 
compared to 66 feet} As result of this 
we have been informed that any major 
improvement of Front Street would 
require that the city acquire additional 
right-of-way land to accommodate the 
necessary road building heavy 
equipment as well as to provide for 
adequate Shoulder and drainage ditch 
construction. 

In addition to the above points we 
would like to reiterate some of our 
earlier comments in an attempt to 
further clarify our present position. It 
has been over two years since our initial 
planning for the tannery project began. 
During “this period many differing

For example, 
a more suitable beach.and park location 
‘was selected and agreed upon.. An’ 
emergency route through: the property 
was incorporated, an improved. by-pass 
was - designed © and. . communication.

marina through a cooperative effort 
with the city was initiated. Clearly the 
present plan is a better one than the 
original, a favorable result of the 
meetings, discussions and the differing 
opinions. 

From the very beginning, we have 
taken the position of not wishing to 
pursue this plan without the strong 
support of the vast majority of the 
communtiy. The success of the project 
will depend upon many things, not the 
least of which is the acceptance by and 
the enthusiastic backing of the 
residents. Without this we feel it is 
unwise to proceed with this plan. 

Many times members of the ‘‘Save 
Front Street Committee’ have stated 
that they were not opposed to the 
development of the tannery property. 
They asked that we revise our plan in a 
munner that would retain the street. As 
a result of this, we presented an 
alternative plan to the City Com- 
mission July 24. This plan provides for 
development on the lake side of Front 
Street and does not require that it be 
closed or relocated. 

The total number of units would be 
fewer than the original plan, however 
the total density would be greater. 
Condominium development would 
occur on 13 acres rather than 60. This 
would not allow for city park and:beach 
and does not clearly identify the use of 
the majority of the land south of -Front 
Street. This remaining land would be 
probably a combination of residential 
and commercial use. This alterhative 
plan would serve as a compromise to 
the original and "perhaps will - satisfy 
those who feel strongly about the road 
closing. In our opinion it would not’ be 
the highest and. best use of the land. 

So it is with a feeling of anticipation 
and some relief that we enter into this 
last -week of waiting for a decision that 
is of considerable. importance to the 
community and to us. 

We certainly want to take this’ op- 


portunity to thank the many ‘citizens... 


who -have helped and supported us 
throughout this very long process. We 


“believe they have done this because _- 


they realized that something was going 


to happen to the-tannery property and_, 
they thought our plan. was the best of 2 


many. possible alternatives for their 
community.

Thank you for the opportunity to 
answer some pertinent questions which 
you have asked concerning the up- 
coming-vote on the closing ef Front 
Street. Our position is now, and always 
has been, that we are not opposed to 
the building of condominiums, but only 
to the closing of the road. We believe 
that closing the road is not in the best 
interest of the majority of the people. 


Your first question is ; Do we think 
that keeping Front Street open is more 
important than the increased property 
tax revenue and a public beach.

BOYNE CITY- Finally, after well 
over a year of controversy, comes the 
election that everyone from beach- 
combers to businessmen has_ been 
awaiting. 

City Clerk Tom Garlock said he is 
expecting a heavy turnout of the city’s 
2,112 registered voters for the Tuesday, 
Aug. 7 election on the proposed closing 
of a portion of Front Street to make 
way for a condominium/marina/rest- 
aurant complex proposed by Lake 
Associates, 

-The number of absentee ballots is an 
indication of public interest in an 
election, and Garlock said Tuesday 16] 
absentee ballots have already been

turned in. He said the highest previous 
absentee total for any Boyne City 
election was 158 for the 1976 
presidential election. The deadline for 
absentee ballots is Friday. 

Approximately 50 people registered 
to vote in the last 30: days before the 
registration deadline for the election. 

-The vote will be held. in the 
auditorium of the new Boyne City Hall, 
the former Top O° Michigan Rural 
Electric Company building on south 
Lake Street. The polls will open at 7 
a.m. and close at 8 p.m. 

The ballot will read: ‘‘Shall the City 
Commission vacate Front Street in the 
City of Boyne City from Second Street 
to Division Street?” sstaty will have 
two choices: ‘‘yes"’ and ‘ 

A “yes’’ vote will slow the com- 
mission to close the street to Division. 

A “yes” vote will allow the com- 
mission to close the street for Lake 
Associates’ 270 condominiums, which 
they say can’t be built unless Front 
Street is closed. 

A “no” vote will prohibit the 
commission from closing the street. 
The vote is not legally binding, but the 
commissioners have gone on record as 
saying they will abide by the results of 
the election. 

If the voters approve the street 
closing, the developers plan to build the 
“Plan A’ shown on this page. It calls 
for 270 mid-rise condominiums. 

To replace Front Street, they have 
agreed to pay the cost of widening and 
re-engineering Second Street, hoping 
this will relieve traffic pressure on Lake 
‘Street and Division Street east of the 
project. 

If the street closing is voted down, 
Lake Associates says it will proceed 
with “Plan B’’, also illustrated, which 
could be built without moving the

street. Unlike Plan A, it does not in- 
clude a public park and beach. 

Plan B calls. for condominiums and 
single family homes along the 
lakefront, northwest of Front Street, 
and a variety of commercial and 
residential uses on the other side of the 
street. 

Rick and Dave Smith announced 
their initial plans in March, 1978, and 
received early support from the City 
Commission. Last summer, the Save 
Front Street Committee organized, 
collecting over 1,000 petitions against 
the road closing. 

The Save Front Street Committee 
had planned to fight the street closing 
in the Circuit Court hearing required by 
state law because the road is close to a 
body of water. That hearing will still 
take place, if the people vote to close 
the street, but became less important 
after another citizen group, the Right 
to Vote Committee, entered the picture. 

This new committee , circulated 
petitions asking the commissioners to 
hold a special binding election on the 
street closing. When told the com- 
missioners couldn't do that because it 
would conflict with the city charter. the 
committee started a petition to 
amend the charter. 

Their proposed amendment would — 
have taken ali street closings out of the 
hands of the commission and put them 
to public votes. Faced with the 
possibility of having to hold frequent 
elections, the commissioners agreed to 
the advisory vote on Front Street, but 
promised to abide by the result. 

When similar vote was held on 
whether to build a sidewalk along 
Boyne Avenue the election wasn't 
legally binding, but voters fixed the 
sidewalk idea and the commissioners 
went along with them. 

There has been no organized op- 
position against the entire project. 
Save Front Street Committee leaders 
say they favor the project, but not at 
the cost of losing Front Street, one of 
the principal routes to Advance and 
East Jordan. 

Dick Dubin, spokesman for the 
Right To Vote Committee, says his 
group has“no official position .on 
whether the street should be closed; 
They just wanted the issue put to a 
vote. 

Now that the committee is about to | 
get its wish, Dubin says, ‘‘we'd like to 
appeal to everybody to get out and 
vote. Vote your conscience. What we 
want is that everybody gets involved.” 

ve i d like to see at least 1,200 votes 
cast.’ 

“Then it will be all settled and 
everybody can relax and be friends 
again. 

None of those involved cared to 
hazard a prediction on the outcome of 
the election.

Talent runs in the Bolt family 


BY BARBARA CRUDEN 


Artists are definitely people, ac- 
cording to the Bolts, a family of artists. 
Maybe that’s why the kiln looks so 
normal standing by the cornfield, and 
why the old grange makes such a good 
studio. 

Daughter Lori, a student at Cleveland 
Institute of Art, tries to explain it. 
“Everyone says to me you're so lucky 
to be talented.’’ The point, she em- 
phasizes, is that art is the product of 
hard work. 

__ Is there an artist in everyone? Mrs. 
Bolt - everyone calls her Sue - an- 
swers,''I'm sure there is, but sha asd 
might not have the discipline... "’ “Or 
want to apply it, in that way, * adds 
another voice from the midst of Bolts. 

The Bolts chime together on these 
ideas as they do in their art. The studio 
teems with paintings, prints, water 
colors, fabrics, pottery that they have 
produced. ‘ 

Russ Bolt, the water colorist, is busy 
packing mirrors framed in ceramic 
designs to go to the Ann Arbor Art 
Fair. Sue is wrapping prints in plastic 
to prevent their being thumb marked 
by fair visitors. 

Son Bob is in the midst of putting his 
stvlized pottery cars into the van 


outside. He shows us one. We don’t 
want to let go of it. 

Everything in the studio is appealing. 
Anyone walking in would be drawn 
equally in every direction. But it’s a 
nice feeling. 

The studio is about 4 miles south of 
Charlevoix on Marion Center Road. It’s 


open even in the winter, Russ smiles, if | 


you call ahead and see how the roads 
are. 


The Bolts well illustrate Sue’s own 
answer to the question on how to learn 
to enjoy art. ‘‘What is neat,” she says, 
hauling gut some more clear plastic, 
“What is neat about this area is you 
have artists who are working here. You 
can go in and ask them questions. It’s 


: not like going to a museum where only 


the pictures are there.” 


The Bolts will answer your questions. 

Lori contributes on the subject: ‘The 
more you look at (art), the more open- 
minded you become.” 

And Sue adds, ‘I don't think people 
should worship art. I think they should 
let it enrich them. ... Art gives another 
way of looking at things.” 

Sue and Russ Bolt have been looking 
at things in these ways from a variety 
of stand points. They met in Detroit 
and lived there 21 years. Sue worked 


foe the Free Press as illustrator, for J. 
L. Hudson, and for Hallmark. She 
taught at Wayne State and the Detroit 
Institute of Arts, and has had many 
one-woman shows. She and Russ have 
also. shared a two-person show, 

Russ designed automobiles for 

. General Motors during their Detroit 
days, doing his quick, meticulous 
water-colors on the side. There is a 
display of them now at the East Jordan 
Inn. He is known in the area also for his 
willingness to help others learn water 
color, teaching in the. East Jordan 
Community Education Program. 

Do they ever wonder if their work is 
any good? Sue laughs’ about . .. ‘‘days 
when I throw things away and Russ 
gets them out of the trash again - and 
vice versa.” 

Artists are people. 

It's just that, according to Sue, 
Somewhere along the line people lose 
their childlike expressiveness. Their 
freedom.” 

They're making film strips showing 
how to do prints, how to paint. These 
will be made available to school 
systems. It appears artists can be busy 
people. 

“It’s the way of life,” Sue concludes, 
“to be open to creative experiences.” 
She means it for everyone.

Clarence Way finds art 
intriguing, pleasing

The copper-glass enamel birds, flowers 
and leaves are put together by 
Clarence’s worn hands. He has learned 
from his 12 years of experience with 
welding that his hands take a lot of 
misuse. ‘‘They get burned from me 
touching the metal before it cools off.”’ 

Clarence said he finds it intriguing 
and rewarding to help-make pieces of 
art which people will buy and soon have 
on display in their living room at home. 

“Art is the highest or best part of an 
artist that is put into action. It is your 
physical and mental best pulled 
together to create something. Art’ is all 
the finer things in life,"’ he said. 


Clarence was born in Kalkaska and 
lived in Detroit 18 years before buying 
a dairy farm in Charlevoix which he ran 
for 34 years. After retiring from the 
dairy business, Clarence found he had 
more time for the things in life he 
writing poetry and creating

Marion MacKay 
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Local artist not one fer labels

‘‘Even what they term abstract is real 
to me,’ says Marion MacKay, the 
artist talking about art. ‘‘I’m not one 
for labels.”’ 


“Possibly she started out with realism, 
she says. ‘‘Everything is based on 
realism. When I do a figure, I do the 
bones . . . pretty soon when I do the 
bones, I do them in one line. And 
they’re there!"’ 


Paintings are a concentrated ex- 
pression of.the courage to be. On the 
walls of her log home are some of 
Marion's big oils. They are confident, 
bold. You look at the slight woman’ 
with the gentle voice and say to 
yourself, ‘She is the artist?” 


Sometimes she does smaller things, 
working easily in pastels and mixed 
media. Flowers, she does, and por- 
traits, animals, clowns. 


“Generally when I'm down in the 
dumps, I do clowns.” 

She will paint something over and 
over - the branch of an apple tree, seen 


out the window. Each time in a dif- 
ferent way. 

Marion and her ‘‘blue-nose Nova 
Scotia’’ husband Basil have brought 
new life to this ancient log farm house 
and its apple trees, located off Route 
32, nearly nine miles south of East 
Jordan. 

Before that they lived in Detroit where 
their two children grew up. Her artist 
datghter-in-law, Cheryl MacKay, 
painter and potter, just recently moved 
to East Jordan. | ; 

Marion's. first art studies were in 
Toronto - Marion was born in Canada. 
After the children grew up, she went to 
Arts and Crafts in Detroit. The school 
is known now as the School for Creative 


_ Studies. 


Even as a student she fought off 
imitation, encouraged in this by the 
school's Sam Pucci. 

Eventually she became secure in her 
own approach. This was followed by 
one-woman shows in Gault Gallery in 
Birmingham, Diamond Art Gallery in 
Flint, and others. She has a show going 
on now at Art Rendezvous in Petoskey. 


Some of her larger work is on display. 
“I’m an action painter,’’ she laughs. 
“Slap the color on. Walk back and see 
it.’’ Still she also will work on almost 
minutely small pieces of jewelry. 

“But no lithography. No etching.” 
She likes the directness of warm metal 
to fingers, of color to canvas. 

Black and white? Yes, valuable for 
understanding. ‘‘I think you reach a 
point of saturation sometimes and go 
back to black and white - and come Our. 
stronger than ever.’ 

Is art for everyone? “Should be,”’ aie. 
says. “I don't know if it ever will be. 
But look at the pleasure it can bring. 
Do people get pleasure from a pet dog? 
From a piece of furniture? Art brings 
its pleasure."’ Then she reminds you, 
“What's life without pleasure.” 


For a moment she glances back over 
the years. “And a sense of humor when 
you don’t have the pleasure.” She 
laughs, herself. 


And the black ink goat, deftly’ 
scrawled in an open notebook - no 
question - laughs too.

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Staffel Pottery 


Well established, internationally known

Outside, the yellow yarrow is in 
bloom. It looks well established, as do 
the old farm buildings covered with 
gray shapes. ; 
Inside are the shop and studio of 
Staffel Pottery. Also well-established. 


Bill and Bonnie Staffel came up here 
from Maumee, Ohio 12 years ago to 
make a studio out of this farm 7 miles 
south of Charlevoix on Route 31. 

Bill, a commercial artist, does some of 
the. designs. He also has turned his 
versatility to habilitating the 
buildings, and creating tools and 
machinery for the pottery - like the slab 
roller. 

‘Clay is stalwart. When you have to 
flatten lots of clay - well, Bill made a 
slab roller with turning handles as big 
as a ship’s wheel - and as finely crafted. 

Bill has also been busy with things 
like the logo for Crooked Tree Arts 
Counci! and a_ directory of North- 
western Michigan artists. 

Bill and Bonnie met at commercial art 
school in Chicago in 1945. Ask Bonnie 
what is the biggest ingredient to 
success in pottery-making and she says 
“Marry somebody like Bill.” 

But most of the pottery itself comes 
from Bonnie’s mind and heart. Even 
though they need apprentice help to 
keep up with the demand, Bonnie, with 
some contributing from Bill, does the 
designing. 

Her move from commercial art came 
as a result of an adult education course 
in ceramics, ‘Got hooked,”’ she smiles. 
She went on to study et Cranbrook ona 
scholarship. ‘ 

Potters’ wheels, dusty as they may 
look, are expensive. Bonnie's first 
potter’s wheel had to be what Bill could

It's been like that. Scrounge, work, 
and turn out treasures. It took awhile, 
but now the path to their door is well 
beaten. 

How far away is Staffel work known? 
A Staffel bird feeder was accepted for a 
Japan International Pottery Show. 
Some work is owned by museums. This 
goes into becoming established. 

Pottery wind chimes clink in the 
breezeway. A host of flower pots, 
plates, jars, colanders, cassaroles, 
ovenware suitable for micro-wave 
cooking stand everywhere in the shop, 
their colors - golden brown, soft blue, or 
blue-into-greens. 

Bonnie used to make animals and 
birds until the demand for pottery 
tableware took over. ‘But now I will be 
trying more animals.”” She loves to do 
them, loves the country, loves natural 
things. ‘Nothing fakey,’' she says 
firmly. 

Near the laundry tubs, filled with 
Staffel glazes, back in the work rooms, 
hangs a blackboard. On it, copied from 
a Detroit Free Press article, is written, 
“Love that is not expressed . . . does 
not really exist, just as talent that does 
not express itself in creative works does 
not exist.’’ It concludes that these two 
are either activity - or myth. 


Along the walls, bags of wet clay 
season as they wait for activity. The 
Staffel talents aren't myth, though 
after 12 years .here they are getting 
close to legendary.

‘ 
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Crooked Tree brings art to public| 


The most tiapiortat of the multitude 
of interests of The Crooked Tree Arta 
Council, says past-president Suzi Reis, 
is to bring cultural events to children in 
the area schools. Living far from the 
cities’ daily fare of fine arts, children 
here must have art brought to them. 

“Every year we try to bring in a dance 
troupe, an orchestra, a play...” She 
names Prince Street Players who come 
once a year to one of the communities, 
and describes also how the children can 
be “‘shoulder-to-shoulder’’ with perhaps 
a famous pianist. They aren’t limited to 
seeing a performance far up on a stage, 
she says. 

It’s expensive, even with grants. 
School bussing from one town to 
another for an event can cost $500. 

Opera is as costly as it is 
magnificent. ‘‘But children now know 
what an opera is.” She emphasizes 

“know.” ‘ 

And they do know. Unlike many of 
their elders, they will come, knowing 
the whole story that is to be sung. 

“Maybe they won’t like it, but they 
get a chance to make a choice.”’ That's 
not a small matter in education. 

The Council stresses the arts as 
another dimension to life. As Suzi puts 
it, something besides the important but 
wearing world of doing everyday 
things. 

Without the Council, in its association 
with The Michigan State Council of 
Arts, there would be next to no op- 
portunity for the children to see and 
hear artists from outside the area. Such 
things as ballet troupes can hardly be 
supported away from population 
centers. 

We are fortunate, say Council 
members - often - that our area has 
attracted as many individual artists as 
it has. 


The Council itself is not made up of 
people who are necessarily artists, or 
even people who can tell Beethovenfrom 
Michelangelo. It is people who want to 
make it possible for everyone in 
Charlevoix and Emmet -Counties, and 
everyone near enough to come, to enjoy 
the arts, be they dance, drama, 
painting, sculpture, or music. 

Many are members simply through 
the contribution of their membership 
fee. Many get fascinated into doing 
more. 

The Council] is close to 8 years old 
now, and for a crooked tree - and one so 
young at that - it is bearing fruits 
innumerable. 

Suzi Reis has been chairwoman for the 
past few years. The fair is sponsored by 
the Charlevoix Chamber of Commerce, - 
and Suzi is convinced it will draw a 


larger crowd than ever this year. 
Some of the top artists of the United 
States will be showing in every media 
of fine art. One whole family will be 
exhibiting their work. 
Suzi mentions soft sculpture entrees, 


particularly. “I think they will be great - 


fun,” she says. 

Two artists will be doing pastel 
portraits, and a young man will be 
making dulcimers. 

One block over on Clinton Street The 
Episcopal Church members will be 
putting on their luncheon, as they have 
for other fairs. It is their fund-raising 
event.

The village of Harbor Springs sits 
upon the harbor formed by Harbor 
Point, a peninsula one mile in length. 
The small bay gave the place its Indian 
name, We-Que-Ton-Sing. 

Several writers and poets have tried to 
recapture the beauty of the picturesque 
village through art and writing, in an 
effort to explain the scenic landscape. 
Needless to say, their efforts were in 
vain. 

According to Ottawa Indian 
traditions, the Mush-quah-tas, a 
western Indian tribe, were the first 


inhabitants of the Little Traverse area. 
Ottawa and Chippewa Indians were 
also numerous at the time, and for 
many years the area was home for these 
groups. 

The first Indian school was founded in 
1827 by Father Pierre Dejean, the first 
resident priest. The first one was a log- 
structure, and 12 or 15 years later the 
present church was constructed. 

Today, the authentic and legendary 
history of the area still endures.
